STOCKHOLM — The bridging of 
the Cresund straits separating Den¬ 
mark and southernmost Sweden is 
againg being discussed. A Swedish 
official committee that, was appoint¬ 
ed in 1954 has just presented pre- 
liminary construction figures, and 
at the same time it has invited rep¬ 
resentatives of industry and busi¬ 
ness in the two countries to meet in 
Stockholm by the middle of Septem¬ 
ber. A Danish committee is also 
working on the matter, 

Danes and Swedes believe that the 
proposed link would be of immense 
importance not only for the two 
countries directly concerned but for 
the whole north of Europe. The cit¬ 
ies along the shores of Oresund 
would gradually be merged into one 
vast metropolis, with constant shut¬ 
tle traffic involving people wlio live 
on one side of the straits and work 
on the other. Transit of goods and 
passengers would increase spec¬ 
tacularly, and the growth of indus-

stimulated. In order to reap the full 
benefits of the new connection, a 
bridge would also have to be built 
across the Big Belt, separating the 
two largest Danish islands, and such 
a project has been discussed in Den¬ 
mark for many years. The Danish 
prime minister recently said that 
preparations should be speeded up 
in view of the economic integration 
of Europe. 

In the Oresund straits, a bridge 
could be built either between Malmo, 
Sweden’s third largest city, and 
Copenhagen, or farther north be¬ 
tween the Swedish city of Halsing- 
borg and the Danish Helsingor, or 
Elsinore. A combined automobile 
and railway bridge, with a tunnel 
on the Danish side, would, according 
to the Swedish committee, cost 
around 1,000 million kronor, or $200 
million. The straits here have a 
width of about 10 miles. The bridge 
would take care of five and the tun¬ 
nel of nearly three, while connec¬ 
tions across the island of Saltholm 
would account for the balance. A 
bridge of the same type between 
Halsingborg and Elsinore, where the 
straits are much narrower while the 
depth is greater, is estimated at 
about 600 million kronor ($120 mil¬ 
lion). The Swedish committee has 
also considered the possibility of a

Gagnef Church and the stained- 
glass windows on either side of the 
altar were of great interest to me, 
as a number of years ago we receiv¬ 
ed a letter requesting a donation for 
these windows.

“Come unto Me all Ye who Labor 
and are heavy laden”. The interest¬ 
ing feature of these windows was 
that all the people in them wore 
Gagnef’s national costume and in the 
back-ground was the Dalalven (The 
Dale River) where the East and 
West rivers meet and become one, 
as that is where Gagnef is situated. 

My husband comes from a family 
who love to sing and so before the 
day came to a close, they gathered 
together and really had the rafters 
ringing with all the old songs. 

We had planned on going to other 
countries as well as Sweden so de¬ 
cided on this trip as soon after Eas¬ 
ter while it was still quite cold in 
Dalama, and so on April 11th, we 
left for our tour through Denmark, 

Germany, Belgium, on to London 
and to Holland. 

We visited the Lund Cathedral but 
were disappointed to find the church 
under repair and the clock which I 
had waited so many years to see 
was covered with plastic and not 
running. While in Lund we visited 
Ossion Persson and he bid us say 
“Hello” to his friends here in Can¬ 
ada. 

The weather was lovely through¬ 
out the trip, even in London. I really 
enjoyed London, and wished we 
could have spent more time there. 

We visited the flower gardens in 
Holland and this was something opt 
of this world. In Brussels we visited 
the church in which King Leopold 
and Queen Astrid were married and 
more recently King Boudoin and his 
Spanish Princess. In Germany We 
noticed all the beautiful bridges, all 
rebuilt since the war. Copenhagen 
is a beautiful city.

One day we went for a motor trip 
to Tottvik and stopped at Tallberget 
for coffee. This part of Dalarna is a 
tourist’s paradise, with all the old 
building preserved. They realize 
that the old traditions must be pre¬ 
served and yet the people, especial¬ 
ly the young people, are very mod¬ 
ern-modern clothes and modern 
ideas. 

I went to a Snabbkop or self-serve 
food store one day and my interest 
was held at the counter which had 
plastic packages of pea soup, brown 
beans, pickled herring, fried her¬ 
ring, etc. The stores also stock a 
variety of instant foods, cake mixes, 
etc. 

Most of the homes I visited in 
Dalarna had modern conveniences, 
electric stoves, fridges, freezers.
